4. Claims 1 , 3-1 6, 24, 26-31 and 36-37 are pending and allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Gendler (US 7,321,864 B1) teaches providing project 
management tools to support construction, renovations, maintenance and other 
projects. The system automates the creation, processing and approval cycles of the 
numerous documents involved with each project. The system provides standardized 
work processes through processing templates. The system provides automated control 
and management of the process. The system allows project initiation and funding 
approval by clients throughout the corporation via a desktop browser coupled to a 
corporate Intranet. A software application embodying the present invention and its 
underlying technology are appropriate for a paper intensive area. It reduces the

approval cycle of projects. It automates the creation, processing and approval cycle of 
documents by routing documents electronically for on-line approval. 

In regarding to independent claims 1 and 24, Gendler taken either individually or 
in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious request for 
approval relating to management of real property comprising: determining, for each 
request, at least one data item type to be provided by the requesting user, wherein: the 
at least one data item type determined for each request is based on a type of service 
selected, by the user, using the form presented on the user interface; and 
communicating an indication of the at least one data item type for each request for 
approval for display on the user interface of the client device associated with the 
requesting user, wherein the form presented on the user interface comprises a separate 
approval indicator for each selected service.
